THE DEFEAT OK THK ARMADA. 


It was 336 years ago today that the 


naval power of England scored its 
first triumph—iu the defeat of the 
"Invincible Armada" of Spain, July 
29, 1588. 
The Armada was assem- 


bled and equipped by Philip II, of 
Spain for the subjugation of Eng- 
land, consisting of 132 ships besides 
caravels. This great fleet was manned 
by'8,760 sailors, and 
2,088 galley 


slaves, and carried 21,855 soldiers. 
There was also 150 monks, headed by 
Martin Alarco, Vicar of the Inquisi- 
tion, also 1,355 volunteers, noblemen, 
gerftlemen and their servants. - Th>: 
Armada, commanded by the Duke of 
Medina-Sidonia sailed from Lisbon in 
-May, 1588, ljut was soon dispersed by 
a storm and had to be reformed. 


The great -fleet entered the Eng- 


lish Channel of Cornwall on July 19. 
In the meantime the English fleet un- 
der Lord Charles Howard, Sir Fran- 
cis Drake and Sir John Hawkins, with 
three armies on land had repared a 
warm reception. 
A series of action 


and the fire-ships that the English 
sent into the midst of the Armada de- 
moralized it, many ships being taken 
or sunk July 29, and the Armada 
then beat a hasty retreat, having lost 
13,000 mc-n and 35 vessels.
